Completion Of 


New Buildings 


Lifting of the pre-stressed, vac- 
uum-cured concrete roof and sec- 
ond floor slabs of the Santa Ana 
College Science Building will be- 
gin June 20 or 21, it was announ- 
ced by Carl Moore, construction 
superintendent for the Allison 
Honer Co. 


The lift will be one continuous 
around-the-clock operation until 
the million-and-a-half pounds of 
steel and concrete is welded into 
place on 24 steel columns. 


Moore estimates that the job 
will be completed in three days. 
The second floor and roof slabs, 
each composed of two sections will 
be raised at the rate of three feet 
an hour in two lifts. 


Moore said that the Gymnasium 
should be completed by July 23. 
He said that the building will be 
painted to match the walls of the 
present college buildings. 

Clarence Fledderjohann, inspec- 
tor for the Santa Ana City Schools 
said that according to the Twining 
Laboratories, the concrete used is 
exceptionally good in both build- 
ings. 

Allison Honer officials estimate 
that the Science Building will be 
completed and ready for occu- 
pancy in October. College Hall, 
the music and drama building, 
soon to be under construction, 
should be ready for use at the 


beginning of the next spring se- 
mester.
